The breakdown of receipts and 
expenditures was disclosed as dis­ 
tribution of the net proceeds was 
made at Desert Hospital. 
Of the $2935, the Desert Hospit­ 
al Auxiliary received $2109 and 
the Cancer Fund $831 
In addition 
to the $2109, the Auxiliary also 
was donated by Earle C. Strebe, 
owner of the Plaza theater where 
the premiere was held, $200 of the 
$450 he received for the theater's 
use.

Distribution of proceeds to the 
two recipients was directly in 
proportion to their ticket sales, 
Lusby said. Credit for the Cham­ 
ber's ticket sales was split evenly 
between the two.

A public hearing on the 1956-57 
city budget will be held by the 
council during its session of June 
13, and the adoption of the budget 


City Manager R. W. Peterson 
announced today that copies of 
the 1957 budget are available to 
residents for study at the Wei- 
wood Murray Memorial Library. 


is scheduled for the session of 
June 27, it was announced by R. 
W Peterson, city manager. 
The budget totals $2,479,245, in­ 
cluding reserves and s p e c i a l 
funds, and is an increase of $751,­ 
186 over the 1955-56 budget. 
The 
increase includes $191,230 in addi­ 
tional anticipated revenue: $155,­ 
000 in bonds to be sold and $404,­ 
956 in utilization of existing funds. 
Peterson said that the increased 


budget was a result of the con­ 
tinued accelerated growth of this 
community and reflects both op­ 
erating and capital outlay expend­ 
iture increases 
The preliminary 
budget 
calls 
for a total tax rate of $1.293 for 
each $100 of assessed valuation 
and is subject to reduction when 
new land 
assessment valuation 
fjgures are 
received 
from 
the 
county. 
Actually, the new rate 
reflects a $ 013 increase over the 
current tax 
rate, 
but includes 
$.023 for bond interest and retire­ 
ment. 
This will mean that the 
| tax rate has been reduced 
one 
cent from the current rate. 
Peterson said that the financial 
condition of the city continues ex­ 
cellent, even 
though 
the 
with­ 
drawal of funds from the reserves 
is substantial for the coming year.

• Check Show* Fourth 
O f Thefts Here Are 
By Corps Member* 


The Increase In Palm Springs 
crime attributable to M a r i n e s 
from nearby bases has moved 
City Manager R W. Peterson to 
an appeal to their commanders 
for preventive measures. 
His decision to write the com­ 
manders of the Twentynine Palms 
and Pendleton bases came to a 
bead when the arrest of Theodore 
Parkhurst. 21, and Charles Stan­ 
ley, 23, of the former post, solved 
a series of burglaries in which 
nearly $5,000 were taken here and 
in neighboring communities over 
a six-month period. 
Among the theft victims here 
were Marty's 
Richfield Service 
Station, Stack's Mobilgas Station 
and the Palm Springs Trailer Vil­ 
lage. 
In addition, a Desert Hot 
Springs residence was robbed of 
$3,000, and at least IS telephone 
boxes in Palm Springs torn out 
and their coins taken, averaging 
$30 to $40 each. 


THREE OTHER Marines, or ex­ 
Marines, were arrested earlier by 
County Sheriff’s deputies P a u l 
Lewis and Carroll Vogelaar. work­ 
ing on an initial tip months ago 
from Palm Springs Police Officer 
Thomas Aiken. 
Following the break in the theft 
ring, Palm Springs Police Chief 
August Kettmann ran through the 
past season's theft records and as­ 
certained that 13 out of 55 thefts 
here from June, 1955 to last May 
had been committed by Marines. 
While this is roughly 25 per 
cent, as a source of that crime it 
is much higher because each ar­ 
rest usually clears up two or more 
cases of car theft. And if stolen 
hubcaps, rifled phone boxes and 
other petty thefts are 
included, 
according to Kettmann. the per­ 
centage rises still higher. 


ON THIS RECORD. Peterson 
said, he will write his second ap­ 
peal In four months to the base 
commanders to do whatever they 
can to abate the depredations To 
his first appeal, he said, they re­ 
plied they sympathized with the

spend themselves broke, and steal 
cars or commit petty thefts only 
for transportation.

Springs High school E n g l i s h 
teacher.

executive session through the Cal­ 
ifornia Teachers Association, was 
before the Board for some 20 min­ 
utes to state her case. 
The 
trustees 
reassembled 
in 
public session and president Ray 
Sorum read 
a brief statement 
which stated: 
"The 
Board has 
heard testimony from Mrs. Thom­ 
as regarding her position in the 
matter. The board is of the opin­ 
ion that the action of April 17 ap­ 
plicable to Mrs. Thomas was tak­ 
en by the board in the best in­ 
terests of the school system." 
With no discussion of the mat­ 
ter by the Board of Education 
rnembers, the meeting was ad­ 
journed 
Mrs. Thomas said she still does 
not know why she was not offered 
a new contract. 
Members of the board have 
made no comment on the issue 
which has been before them twice 
since the evaluation of teachers 
was handled by them in executive 
session on April 17, and claim 
that the California 
Educational 
code contains a provision that any 
information 
concerning 
teachers 
of a school district can be kept in 
confidence. The three years' pro­ 
bation of all teachers who are 
hired into the school district is an 
evaluation period, during which 
time if a teacher is found unsatis­ 
factory as to ability, the board 
can refuse 
a contract without 
cause. 
Mrs. Thomas was in her first 
year with this school system. 
Dr. Wallace R. Muelder, super­ 
intendent of schools, said the ac­ 
tion taken by the board at Thurs­ 
day night's meeting was final and 
that ao further appeal is possible.

Plaza Jeweler* 
Robbery Traced to 
Coast-to-Coast Ring 


Palm Springs police have sever 
al new leads which arc expected 
soon to solve the daring $100.000 
robbery of the Plaza Jewelers, 144 
South Palm Canyon 
Drive, last 
Jan. 23, the Desert Sun learned 
today. 
It is known the theft was com­ 
mitted by a well-organized ring of 
jewel thieves with, coasl-to-coast 
connections and with an efficient 
“intelligence" system. 
The latter 
enabled the ring to learn, appar­ 
ently in a matter of hours, two 
vital facts: 
That the store contained $75,000 
more than its normal stock df 
jewelry, which excess had been 
brought in for the Christmas sea­ 
son. 
That the illness of a policeman, 
plus the lack of police personnel 
adequate to meet such emergen­ 
cies, had left the entire Palm Can- 
business district without a 
fqot patrolman on the 
night of the crime. 


APPARENTLY the thieves, hav­ 
ing "cased" the location earlier 
and learned of its unusually large 
inventory, were able to act swift­ 
ly when they learned the street 
was unpatrolled. 
Evidence after 
the robbery showed they worked 
painstakingly and without haste to 
open and rifle the safe, and to 
pick 
discriminatingly 
the most 
valuable pieces from the display 
cases. 
They took time, for example to 
wipe fingerprints from iron bars 
they had removed to gain entry, 
to disconnect the telephone and do 
a 'quiet job of safe-cracking. 


POLICE CHIEF August Kett­ 
mann declined to discuss the lead* 
but said the illness of two men on 
that particular night had left the 
department short staffed. 
If his '1956-57 budget request* 
for the Police Department are ap­ 
proved by the City Manager and 
City Council, he said, seven per­ 
sons will be added to the depart­ 
ment and insure two foot patrol­ 
men in the business district every 
night plus a cushion for emergen­ 
cies.

display of magazines and books 
on sjdewalks in front of stores. 
Adrian Rosen, president of the 
Retail Merchants said today that 
the law would be a hardship, not 
only on the merchants, but on the 
buying public as well. “If a mer­ 
chant had to make room for this 
item in the store, the drop-off in 
sales would be about 50 per cent 
and in most cases would mean 
that merchants would have to dis­ 
continue the sale of magazines 
and hooks"

Construction In Unincorporated 


County Areas $3,042,378 In May 


Construction in the unincorpo­ 
rated areas of Riverside County 
reached a total of *3.042,378 for 
the month of May. a substantial 
increase over the average gnonth 
of this year, it was announced by 
the County Building Department, 
The month of May brought the 
total for 1856 to *13,715,12*. which 
is better than *3,500.000 more than 
th- correspopding period of 1955. 
Building inspector Charles Bixel 
said that almost two-thirds of the 
total permits were for construc­ 
tion for single family dwellings. 
The areas north and south of 
Palm Springs was recorded as the 
highest with a total of *540,175 is­ 
sued in permits, and was followed 
by the Corona area with *497.299. 
In Palm Springs city, building 
permits dropped slightly from last 
year's total, with *900.175 in per­ 
mits being issued, but the total for 
the year continued to soar over 
any previous year. 
The amount 
of perm its issued last year for the 
same month tdTaled *967,300.

Topped 120 M.P.H. 


Just a little over 50 years ago, 
on Jan. 27, 1906, Fred Marriott of 
New England became the first hu­ 
man being to travel more than 
two miles a minute. 
At a time when a speed of one 
mile a minute was considered 
breath-taking, he drove a little 
Stanley steam-powered racing au­ 
tomobile over the sands at Or- 
mond-Daytona Beach in Florida 
at a shade under 128 miles per 
hour. 
The Stanley racer, called “The 
Rocket" and looking like an in­ 
verted canoe on wheels, was the 
result of the Stanley brothers’ at­ 
tempts to find out exactly how 
fast their steam automobile would 


« o . 
They went about this scientifi­ 
cally by making scale models and 
measuring resistance to air blast 
long before anyone ever thought 
about streamlining and the usa of 
wind tunnels, 
TSjs*

A year and a day later, accord­ 
ing to the National Automobile 
Club, Marriott made an attempt 
to break the record again. When 
“The Rocket" was traveling at 
197 miles per hour and gaining 
speed by the second. It hit a slight 
depression in the beach, sailed 
through the air for about a hun­ 
dred feet, then broke in two and 
threw Marriott aside, unconscious. 
After the accident, the Stanley 
brothers gave up the test. Because 
the car had cracked up. the rec­ 
ord didn't stand. The engine, how­ 
ever, was later enshrined in the 
Smithsonian Institution as the first 
automobile engine to travel two 
miles a minute.

Sales tax revenue to the city for 
the month of May skyrocketed to 
an all time high with a total of 
340,739 for the one month, and 
city 
officials 
and 
businessmen 
scratched their heads in wonder­ 
ment over the increase in what 
used to be labelled an "end of the 
season" month. 
Shelby I-angford, director of fi­ 
nance, released figures today that 
showed a more than $8,000 in­ 
crease over last May’s total of 
$32,488, and recorded a total for 
this fiscal year of $227,620, which 
raises the total receipts $50,547 
over the same period last year. 
Although Langford attempted no 
explanation of the reasons for the 
increase, other figures show Palm 
Springs now has 42 more retail 
businesses than the total of a year 
ago. 
Herbert Samson, 
manager 
of 
the Citizens National Bank, and 
Harold West, assistant manager of 
the Bank of America told the Des­ 
ert Sun that bank clearings were 
"substantially up" for that month. 
Adrian Rosen, president of the 
Retail Merchants association, at­ 
tributed the increase less to good 
clearance sales last month than to

EDITOR'S CORNER

MIXING INDUSTRY AND RESORT BUSINESS 


For several years Florida has been 
endeavoring to augment its rapidly- 
growing tourist business with industry. 
Just what effect this industrial develop­ 
ment will Whve on the tourist business 
remains to be seen, but in practically 
all of the areas which I have visited I 
find that the new industries' are being 
welcomed with open arms and with lit­ 
tle apparent fear that they will hurt the 
resort enterprises. 
The appeal of big 
payroll seems to be a very marked one. 


In the Miami area where the resort 
business is highly concentrated, they 
are a little more cautious keeping in­ 
dustrial development as far removed as 
possible from the resort areas. The larg­ 
est industrial developments have been 
around other large cities in the state, 
particularly in the Tampa and St. Pet­ 
ersburg region. 
An announcement was made early 
this year that United Aircraft was locat­ 
ing a large division plant n e a r St. Pet­ 
ersburg. Soon after came word that Gen­ 
eral Electric would build an electronics 
plant in the same vicinity that would 
employ around seven hundred people. 
Across the bay at Tampa about the 
same time came word that three big con­ 
cerns were opening plants near Tampa, 
one which manufactures rolling, mill 
equipment. 
Most exciting of all to business men 
in Tampa is the rumor that one of the 
nation's first atomic power plants will 
be located there. More than one hundred 
fifty manufacturing plants have chosen 
the Tampa area since World War II and 
plans are being made to attract many 
more. 


A 2000-acre industrial area has just 
recently been set aside for new plants. 
Over at St. Petersburg the industrial 
payroll has risen $14,000,000 a year 
There are some four hundred and fifty 
small plants manufacturing everything 
from fishing tackle to bathroom fix­ 
tures. 


Otw of the biggest industrial catches 
of all would be the projected Howard 
Hughes jet plane manufacturing plant 
for which it is believed the location near 
St. Lauderdale has been selected. Estab­ 
lishment of this plant is dependent upon 
a controversy between Hughes and the 
United States Government. 


Up north at Jacksonville the promo­ 
ters of that area staged a big coup by 
inducing many of the nation’s largest 
insurance companies to locate regional 
offices there. This is a new business 
which has no injurious effect on their 
resort economy. * 


The establishment of some light man­ 
ufacturing plants near the Palm Springs 
resort area that would furnish year 
around employment would help a lot to * 
balance our economy here. Such plants 
would find it easy to obtain skilled 
workers because so many people like to 
take advantage of the climate. Recent 
improvements in air conditioning would 
also be a big factor, making for com­ 
fortable working and living conditions 
on the Olesert d u r i n g the summer 
months. Of greatest importance would 
be avoiding the establishment of heavy 
industry that would pollute our air or 
water, but there should be no objection 
at all to the establishment of light man­ 
ufacturing.

asking higher salaries and deplor­ 
ing the comparison of salaries in 
this county with those 
of other 
counties. 
Merrill 
said the 
qualifications 
for deputy sealer have tyeen raised 
and it has become even more dif­ 
ficult than formerly to fill posi­ 
tions and 
keep employes after 
they are trained. 
Merrill asked that the salary 
echedule for deputies be changed 
from the present 8310 to $373 to a 
higher schedule of $340 to $410, 
and tnat the salary for senior dep­ 
uty be raised from 
$325-$391 to 
$336-$430. 


Petty Thefts Up 


Here As Other 


Crimes Decline 


Despite a seasonal increase In 
petty thefts, a definite improve­ 
ment in the. law enforcement pic­ 
ture over May. 1955, was evi­ 
denced here last month, Chief of 
Police August G. Kettmann said 
today. 
There's a clean slate as far as 
homicides are concerned; burgla­ 
ry complaints dropped from three 
a year ago to one; larceny over 
$50 dropped from 20 to 12; and 
Ihere was only one auto theft, lie 
reported 
Petty thefts increased from six 
to 31; drunk arrests were up from 
1C to 22; and eight persons arrest­ 
ed in a single gambling game 
pleaded guilty. 
Kettmann said that while traf­ 
fic citations were down from 306 
to 266, the effect of the rather 
firm enforcement policy was re­ 
flected in the sharp accident de­ 
crease, from .30 to 19, while those 
involving 
injury 
declined 
from 
nine to five. 
"During this final month of mot­ 
orcycle traffic enforcement, offi­ 
cers reported a declining number 
of citable situations." 
Kettmann 
said, adding "we hope to hold the 
line in this field."
